Backed by the leading business In¬ 
terests of this city, the Y. M. C. A. 
plans eventually to erect here a 
building costing in the neighborhood 
of $100,000, in which will be dormi- 
trles, social halls, a swimming tank, 
a gymnasium, recreation rooms, class 
rooms, and equipment for all other 
features that have made the “Y” or¬ 
ganization and buildings famous the 
world over. This was disclosed Mon¬ 
day night by L. L. Pierce, general 
secretary of the Metropolitan Asso¬ 
ciation of the Y. M. C. A. and a man 
high in the “Y” councils of the ciui# 
try, at a meeting held at the Industrial 
Club in this city. The meeting was 
called for the purpose of enabling Mr. 
Pierce and J. H. Le, Grand, executive 
secretary of the industrial department 
of the San Francisco Y. M. C. A., to 
meet the business men of the town 
and map out a program for future 
activities for the organisation here. 

Just when the campaign for the 
building will start has not been de¬ 
cided, indications being that it may 
be postponed for some time. It was 
the consensus of opinion of those at¬ 
tending the meeting that at present, 
with the industrial plants of the city 
in a stage of transition from war-time 
activity to a peace footing, less sup¬ 
port could be expected from them now 
than later on, and without their full 
support the movement could hardly 
hope for success. 

Immediate steps are to be taken, 
however, to greatly extend the work 
that the organization is doing here. 
According to Resident Secretary 
David L. Smith, attendance at the 
classes in citizenship and English he 
is conducting here is growing steadily 
among the foreign-born men, while 
popularity of the little recreation 
ground on Grand avenue is increasing 
rapidly among the children. The 
sentiment of the meeting was unani¬ 
mous that the “Y” is doing a good 
work here and that the field for its 
future labors is great. According to 
W. H. Coffinberry, the need of a social 
hall and reading room is especially 
felt, the local librarian having re¬ 
ported that since the saloons closed 
it had become necessary to place 
more chairs in the library and order 
additional newspapers because of the 
increased attendance. 

Much discussion of ways and means 
for carrying on the work brought out 
a unanimous expression of opinion 
U^pt for the pfesent a large hall or 
two should be rented for social use 
and larger space for playgrounds be 
arranged for. In the halls, billiard 
tables, bowling alleys and reading 


The West Caudron, the twelfth 
vessel turned out at the Schaw- 
Batcher shipyards, was launched last 
Saturday with fitting ceremonies. Mrs. 
O. B. Kibele, wife of the general 
superintendent of the yards, sponsored 
the boat. There was a considerable 
gathering of the officials of the com¬ 
pany and representatives of the Ship¬ 
ping Board and their friends, as well 
as many who came out of mere in¬ 
terest in seeing the great ship receive 
its baptism. All went off without a 
hitch, the big steel ship slid into the 
water sideways, according to the cus¬ 
tom at this yard, was christened with 
the name chosen for it by Mrs. Wood- 
row Wilson, and another ship was 
added to the list built at the South 
San Francisco plant under govern¬ 
ment contract. 

Following the ceremony Mrs. Kihele 
was presented with a beautiful wrist 
watch by the officials of the plant. 
The timepiece is of platinum and set 
with diamonds. J. A. Talbot, presi¬ 
dent of the Schaw-Batcher Company, 
made the presentation in a neat 
speech, to which Mrs. Kibele re¬ 
sponded feelingly. 

fThe West Caudron is of 8800 tons 
burden, measuring 427 feet in length. 
It is one of the vessels contracted for 
by the United States Shipping Board 
during the war. The company still 
has several ships to construct under 
these contracts, it being anticipated 
that the last will be launched about 
November or December of this year. 


Because weather conditions in San 
Francisco sometimes make it imprac¬ 
ticable to use the municipal flying 
field there, an auxiliary field is to be 
established somewhere in the adjacent 
country, probably in Redwood City. 
Sidney S. Bibbery, secretary of the 
Pacific Aero Club, visited the county 
seat last Saturday with a view to 
looking over the location, and as a 
result of his investigation it is said 
he will report to the Aero Club, that 
the field of the aviation school at 
Redwood City is one of the finest he 
has seen for landing purposes, air and 
land conditions being ideal and the 
tract permitting of easy expansion. 

There is also a possibility that the 
proposed $2,000,000 field for army 
lighter-than-air craft will be located 
in Redwood. Colonel C. de F. Chand¬ 
ler, chief of the balloon and airship 
division of the army air service, who 
arrived in San Francisco from Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., Sunday, went to Red¬ 
wood Monday and inspected the field 
with a view of selecting a site. Sun¬ 
day he visited Alameda and made a 
suryey there. He left for Washington 
Tuesday. While he did not commit 
himself after his inspection of the 
Redwood field, Colonel de Chandler let 
it be known that ho was favorably im¬ 
pressed with Redwood City and (its 
possibilities as an aviation center. 
The government representative was 
accompanied on his inspection by M. 
J. Knox, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce; D. R. Stafford, and Frank 
Bryant, head of tiie Redwood aviation 
school. 

Hangars capable of accommodating 
dirigibles 800 to 1000 feet long will be 
constructed, Colonel Chandler said. It 
is planned to have the field within 
twenty-five miles of San Francisco. 
This project is separate from the 
project for a heavier-than-air flylqg 
ship field, which it is also proposed 
to establish near the city, Colonel 
Chandler said. 

Redwood, since the establishment of 
the Christofferson aviation school by 
the late Silas Christofferson in 1917, 
has become known throughout the 
world as one of the best aviation 
centers in the United States. The 
weather conditions are ideal for fly¬ 
ing.

The foremen of the Western Meat 
Company’s plant did much surmising 
last Tuesday morning when they re¬ 
ceived instructions from J. O. Snyder 
to come to his home that evening for 
a business meeting. On arrival there 
they found the managing heads of the 
Sair Francisco department had also 
received a mysterious request to be 
present. 

The object of the meeting was not 
disclosed, but instead a well-arranged 
whist party was gotten under way, to 
the accompaniment of cigarettes, 
cigars and music. At the conclusion 
of the card party, in which Mr. Albro 
was prize winner, Mr. Snyder called 
the meeting to order and in a few re¬ 
marks brought out the fact that July 
was flie month of great events in his 
life. It was the month he entered 
upon the duties of his first responsi¬ 
ble position after leaving school. It 
was also in July that he entered the 
employ of Swift & Co., in Chicago, and 
in the same month of the year 1894 
he was transferred to the Western 
Meat Company’s plant at South San 
Francisco. He also admitted that 
twenty years ago the lfth of July he 
formed a life partnership. 

The real object of the gathering as 
disclosed was the celebration of the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of Mr. 
Snyder’s connection with the Western 
Meat Company. He concluded his re¬ 
marks by thanking the men present 
for their help during his administra¬ 
tion, and told them that a goodly sup¬ 
ply of eats had been provided and that 
if they left his home hungry it would 
be their own fault. No fault was to be 
found at leaving ttme. 

Mr. Washburn, in behalf of the com¬ 
pany and the men present, paid an 
eloquent tribute to Mr. Snyder’s 
ability and his integrity throughout 
his administration, and stated that his 
work as general superintendent was 
highly appreciated, from the board of 
directors down to the lowest em¬ 
ployee. With a few jocular remarks 
ha presented Mr. Snyder with a beau¬ 
tiful portmanteau on behalf of those

Most of 
these cases of malicious mischief take 
place at night. What are the parents 
of our children doing to allow them 
to roam the streets at hours when 
they should be in bed?"

One of the greatest gains to the community where the “Y” establishes 
its centers comes from the recreation grounds for the workmen and children. 
Probably in no other way would South San Francisco benefit so much from 
the organization being allowed to conduct its work here on the scope it de¬ 
sires as from these recreation grounds.

It is daily being proven in cities 
all over the United States that one of the greatest factors in keeping the 
youths of the nation out of mischief is to give them opportunities to vent 
their exuberant spirits in healthful games. The most wideawake cities of the 
country are making special efforts and spending large sums to take advantage 
of this fact. 

Oakland is a splendid example of what a town can do along this line. In 
that city the work for the children is carried on not only through city play¬ 
grounds but through the schools as well.
